THE WEATHER. 


Synopsis otf Events and Probabilities. 

Wasnhineton, July 20—11 P. M.—The bar- 
ometer has risen since Friday on the P-o-fic 
Coast, and west of Illinois. The area of low 
barometer in the. latter region has apparently 
extended: northward,’ and tho presaure has 
fallen decidedly on Lake Superior. The barom-
